Maturin Bouvet, Salt River 
Pioneer 


Salt river, called “A u h ah a” by 
the Spanish, was tem porarily set­ 
tled and its famous salt 
springs 
w orked in the closing yeasr of the 
eighteenth century, m ore than a 
decade before the sons of Daniel 
Boone began m aking salt in H ow ­ 
ard county. 
M aturin Bouvet, e x ­ 
plorer, was one of the earliest set­ 
tlers and according to local 
his­ 
torians the first 
white 
m an 
to 
m ake salt in the fam ous Salt river 
country. 
Just 
when 
this 
enterprising 
Frenchm an came to the territory 
now included in Missouri is not 
known. 
For a time 
during 
the 
French regime he served as the 
civil and criminal judge 
of 
St. 
Philippe, on the Mississippi river 
in the present state 
of 
Illinois. 
L ater he mover to Cahokia, and 
irom there crossed the Mississippi 
into Spanish territory. 
Bouvet explored the Salt river 
country and was m aking salt at 
or near the present site of S pauld­ 
ing Springs, Ralls county, in 1792. 
T hree years later, on 
Ju n e 
1, 
1795, one hundred and forty-five 
years ago this week. Zenon T ru - 
dau, 
Spanish 
governor 
at 
St. 
Louis, granted Bouvet a tract of 
1,056 arpents of land on Salt river. 
A letter from Bouvt to T rudeau 
gives Missourians their best 
pic­ 
ture of early settlem ent and salt 
m aking in northeast Missouri. This 
letter shows that Bouvet explored 
lower Salt river and began m a n u ­ 
facturing salt in w hat is now Clay 
township, Ralls county, 
in 
the 
early 1790s. 
Convinced that 
a 
profitable salt 
m aking 
business 
might be developed, he w ent to St. 
Louis to get w orkm en and 
ad d i­ 
tional equipment. 
In his absence a band 
of 
Sac 
Indians destroyed his camp, ca r­ 
ried away his tools, kettles, 
sup­ 
plies. and stole 
three 
valuable 
horses. 
U ndaunted, 
Bouvet 
re­ 
built the camp, erected a furnace, 
warehouse and 
other 
buildings 
which were apparently cabins for 
the men, cleared a field and for 
the second time settled dow n to 
the business of m aking salt. 
In spite of the auspicious 
b e­ 
ginning, B ouvet’s second 
ad v e n ­ 
ture was not much m ore success­ 


ful. 
The men he sent to St. Louis 
for supplies, evidently in the fall 
of 1794, became “sick” and failed 
to return. 
Bouvet was forced to 
spend the w inter alone 
at 
the 
springs. 
Again it was necessary 
for him to leave the cam p 
u n ­ 
guarded and go into St. Louis for 
workmen and supplies. Again the 
Indians raided his rum p, destroy­ 
ing some $1200 worth of property 
this time. 
This loss, plus an urgent demand 
for salt in St. 
Louis, 
p ro m p te d ' 
Bouvet to seek a subsidy from the j 
Spanish government. 
The gover- i 
nor 
responded 
favorably, 
and J 
granted him on June 1 the tract j 
of land on Salt river at the site : 
of his salt works. 
Twelve 
days 
later 
Governor 
Trudeau granted him 
a 
second 
tract of land, this time on the Mis­ 
sissippi river just above the p re­ 
sent site of 
Hannibal. 
Here 
he 
built a warehouse, and from this 
point is said to have shipped salt 
down the river to St. Louis. 
This early attem pt to settle and 
m ake salt in the Salt river area, 
famed in early m idwestern litera­ 
ture as the 
“Lord 
of 
Natures 
flower-garden,’ did 
not 
become 
permanent. 
Possibly as early as 
1797 and certainly not later than 
1801, the Indians again descended 
on the establishment of the am bi­ 
tious Frenchman. 
This time Bou­ 
vet himself was killed, his plant 
destroyed and his house burned. 
Hardly a decade passed 
after 
Bouvet’s death before settlers be­ 
gan to pour into the 
Salt 
river 
country. 
By 1811 at least 
they 
Were working salt springs in pre­ 
sent Ralls county. 
Until 
shortly 
before the Civil war, apparently, 
salt was made in this region.

There is not only beauty but 
often economy as well in simple lines. This home, owned by the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, 
suffered from an over-sized porch which disturbed the simplicity of the home and marked it as belong­ 
ing to a by-gone day. Removal of the cumbersome porch, redesigning of the roof, and an application 
of fresh paint caused the home to gain $2,142 in value. Old homes, like the one treated here, may be 
remodeled and modernized with funds obtained from private lending institutions; this work is eligible 
under the Modernization Credit Plan of the Federal Housing Administration.
